HE CAPITAL TIMES believes that 


the resignation of John R. Rich- 


ards as coach of the university foot- 
ball team should not be accepted until 
every possibility of getting Mr. Rich- 
ards to reconsider has been explored. 


We believe that we voi/e an almost 


universal sentiment'when we say that 
an announcement by Mr. Richards that 
he will reconsider and will remain as 
coach would be greeted with an out- 
burst of delight toy students, faculty and 
alumni of the University of Wisconsin 
and by the friends of the university in 
Madison and throughout the state. 


In fact, we believe that if Coach 


Richards could but know of the feeling 
of regret that followed his resignation 
' and of the esteem and respect in which 
he is held by friends of Wisconsin that 


he could again be lured to come back to 
the institution which he loves so well. 


The Capital Times has reason to be- 


lieves that there is a chance to get John 
Richards to reconsider his resignation. 
At least, we believe that there is a 
chance to get him to stay for one more 
year. 


Above everything else, John Rich- 


ards is square. If it can be shown to 
him that his resignation at this time 
leaves Wisconsin in a sorry plight for 
next year and that his return is 'Uni- 
versally desired, we believe that -he can 
be moved from his earlier determina- 
tion. 


Next year, Chicago and Wisconsin 


will play the dedication game in the 
new Grant Park stadium. What a great 
thingit would be if Wisconsin could 
win that game!

"HERE WE COME A-CAROLING." 


The original w,or<]- of this tra- 


ditional English Ch- 
-mas song be- 


gan, "Were we come a-wassailing" 
and continued in the chorus "Love 
and joy come to you, and to you 
your wassail, too." 
The old song- 


was sommonly sung by groups of 
revelers, particularly young wom- 
en, who went about offering a hot 
drink, a merry song, and a pretty 
courtesy in exchange for a small 
gift. 
Their drink of spiced ale was 


carried in a Wassail 
Bowl. 
The 


word "^wassail" comes from the An- 
glo-Saxon 
"waos-hael," 
meaning 


"Le in health." The bearers o£ this 
bowl, which was gaily decked with 
rosemary received pastry and small 
change as they went from hous_e to 
house. 
Their visits were the fore- 


runners of the 
New 
Year 
open 


house calls which still are frequent 
in some parts of our country. 


The composition of the contents 


of the howl was ale, nutmeg, sugar, 
toast, and roasted crabs or apples. 
It was also called 
Lamb's 
Wool. 


Often the poorer people of the Eng- 
lish villages went around with the 
bowl, adorned with "ribbands" and 
bearing a golden apple a-top, sing- 
ing and begging money for it, so 
that they too might buy "Lamb's 
Wool" for it and regale themselves 
as well as the rich. It was usual.in 
Devonshire for the wassailers 
to 


club the money presents they had 
received ar.d expend it all in a so- 
cial 
merry-making 
on 
Twelfth 


night. 


Caroling and wassailing are men- 


tioncd by numerous writers, among 
whom are Scott in Lady of the Lake 
and Marmion; Shakespeare, whose 
Gossip's 
Bowl 
in 
Midsummer 


Night's Dream is the wassail bowl 
itself; and Goldsmith in Vicar 
of 


Wakefield, who says "They kept up 
the Christmas carol." 


A curious custom was the was- 


sailing of the trees, which consisted 
not only in watering (or ciderinp-) 
them, but in some fanciful 
cere- 


mony Including singing and speech- 
making. In these later days we are 
trying the effect of phonojrraph mu- 
sic on milking cows-, 
possibly we 


may even revive the wassailing 01 
the trees.

LIESS REPLIES TO LARSON 


[To the Editor]—-In your issue-of the 7th 


insl., there, is a communication by one' A. W. 
Larson in which he charges" me with "gross 
ignorance," "intolerance" and the "absence of 
reason in dealing with-his subject," referring 
to my communication in your issue of Nov. 28th, 
in which I compared the Kian to the - Black- 
Hand; said that law-abiding citizens do not 
cover up their faces; that' only sneaks, cow- 
nrds and thugs .preparing to "do'a'job" wear 
masks, and that no honest man need be afraid 
to show his face and speak load'.the name of 
the. society he belongs to if that society .has 
Any good, worth-while reason for -its existence. 
Mr. Larson characterizes my article as "scur- 
rilous," says he can find no words in the Eng- 
lish language which will express the contempt 
which every fair-minded American must feel 
lor me, and winds up his communication by 
stating that he is not a klansman. However, 
he must have some veijy friendly interest in 
the klan, or he would not refer to me in such 
hard words, nor would he find so conveniently 
at hand the "Imperial Proclamation" of the 
filan, from which he quotes at length to vindi- 
cate its standing. 
The klan must be judged 


by something besides its own "proclamations." 
We do not always judge a man or a society 
by the words he or it may say or write or 
cause to bo said or written about himself or 
itself. 


Allow me to quote, fpr Mr. Larson's benefit, 


from the El Paso Times, one of the leading 
newspapers of the State of Texas, telling in 
plain, simple forceful English the sad story of 
that masked society and its evil influence in 
that State. Says the Times: 


"Less than a year has passed since the Ku 


'Klux Klan of El Paso formally announced its 
existence here. The announcement was accom- 
panied by the statement the organization in- 
cluded within its ranks the leaders of El Paso's 
progress. 
It boasted 'no finer body of men ever 


bound themselves together.' 


"The initial proclamation declared the or- 


ganization's purpose was to work to make El 
Paso a better city in which to live and raise 
children, a highly laudable object that no good 
citizen, be he 
Protestant, Catholic or 
Jew, 


could fail to indorse. 


"But what of the results of the 'organization 


of the Kian. and its activities rUre'.' 
The 11 


months since the klan announced its existence 
cover the worst period in El Paso's history. 
They have 
been 
marked by 
bitterness 
and 


strife. 
Friends of a lifetime have become en- 


stranged. Families have been divided. Every 
man has become suspicious, of .his neighbor. 
Bigotry and intolerance have thrived as never 
before. 
Poison pens and serpents' tongues 


have been busy spreading scandal. 


"N:o man's or woman's reputation is safe 


from the scandal-mongers. Women and oven 
children 
have bec'n 
taught to believe their 


neighbors of 
n different religious faith 
are 


plotting their destruction. 'The old El Paso 
spirit ofSenterprises, cooperation and neigh- 
borly good will, thn spirit that built the sun- 
baked defcrl a mighty city, has been will nigh 
strangled. 
Religious intolerance, hate, sus- 


picion and anger have entered into every civic 
activity from the deliberations of the Chamber 
of Commerce to the political primary. 


"The- secret machinations of the klan, like 


the foul breath of a plague-spreading mon- 
ster, have blighted every effort of decent self- 
re.specting: citizens to restore to the community 
i;;; old spirit of tolerance and forbearance. 


"Sermons of hate are thundered from pulpits 


where in other years was taught the doctrine 
in" love thy neighbor as thyself. Hate and sus- 
pect thy neighbor if he happens to worship God 
at a different altar appears to be the doctrine 
since a little band of slimy, evil-minded men 
;:s?ertpd their control over a secret, oath-bound 
o-ganizntion that was heralded only 11'months 
ago as thp prospective savior of the community. 


"And 
it was inevitable that .this little band 


of ambitious evil-doers, bigots, scandal-mon- 
<r?rs and cranks should obtain control; for the 
organization, notwithstanding its boasted high 
principles and fair promises, was born in ini- 
quity, founded upon hatred and directed by 
charlatans whose only ambition was to gather 
in the dollar? of their dupes. 


"Is it any wonder so many good men who 


were deceived into joining the klan quit it at 
once when its real purposes were revealed to 
them? 
Is ic any wonder the evil-doers and 


community wreckers so quickly gained control? 


!•',! Pasn has had 11 months of klan activities 
-an era of horror, hatred and suspicion. Is 


it nt;. lime to wake up—for these men and 
w.-imen of the community to get together and 
banish from our midst the thing that is stifling 
the public spirit of our once happy, liberty- 
loving and ambitious city? 


"Decent klansmen, and there must be decent 


klansmcn, however deluded and hypnotized by 
demagogues, owe it to themselves and their 
city to at once start a movement .for the dis- 
handment of the organization that in such a 
brief time has wrought more harm to commu- 
nity morale than would an epidemic of lep- 
rosy." 


Neither the Times nor any other newspaper 


in America of any standing would print such 
words about a society that is worthy of being 
c:il!ed fraternal or benevolent. 


I wish to say that I appreciate the fairness 


and courage 
of Mr. Larson 
in> signing his 


name to his communication more than I do his 
references to me—a more manly practice than 
is that of the man who sends his views to the 
Editor and hides his name. 


In conclusion, I wish to give Mr. Larson otie 


more reason for my opposition to the klan, 
and that is this: 
millions of good, 
thrifty, 


honest, law-abiding Americans, who happened 
to be born in Scandinavian or other countries, 
are, because of the mere accident of their place 
of birth, for which they cannot in any way be 
blamed, excluded from this southern night-shirt 
society. No other fraternal society does that. I 
have a great many friends among these people, 
and because this societybars them out and dis- 
criminates against them and pthers, I am op- 
posed to it.—Herbert Liess.
